Those of us who do not have any Young 
Americas in our families often find ourselves 
wondering how those parents of four and five 
children manage to keep the youngsters look- 
ing so well fed and so well dressed on salaries 
that we know cannot be very much larger 
than our own. There must be some skillful 
management, artful conniving and excellent 
efficiency in those homes which would surely 
be of great benefit to mankind if they could 
but be made. known. 

This thought was brought to mind a day or 
two ago during the reading of a dispatch tell- 
ing of the resignation of Superior Judge John 
Perry Wocd, whose excuse for ending his 
long service on the bench was that he could 
not make provision for his old age on the 
salary of $7000 per year which he was re- 
ceiving. That sum represents five hundred 
and eighty-three dollars plus every month 
regularly. Think what some families could 
do on that amount! 

Naturally the man who is laboring for his 
weekly stipend of twenty-five or thirty dollars 
is not called upon for the various charities 
and club assessments that are constantly tax- 
ing the man of larger income. Again the 
poor man does not have to keep up appear- 
ances in the way that the higher-ups are 
foree to do. They are able to live in mod- 
est homes which they can buy on the install- 
ment plan, their wives can do the greater part 
of their own housework, there is very little 
entertaining, and clothes are a matter of do- 
éeney rather than adornment.
